"There is the Gatun dam to be con- 


structed, and there are the .Gatun 
locks, and it is quite likely that the 
enormous structura necessary to be 
made for the six locks at Gatun and 
the enormous dom will J;ake longer 
then the excavation at Culebro. 


"It is quite certain that every other 


piece of construction to be carried 
on can be completed in less time, but- 
I think it is a moderate estimate to 
say that the canal will be completed 
in seven years from the beginning of 
the next fiscal year. That is, our canal 
will be completed about the 1st of 
July, 1915.

. The jury hearing 
the . case 
of 


Frank Golden against Murphy and 
Byers, in ia suit for ejectment,

turned a verdict yesterday -in favor 
of the plaintiff, thereby putting an end 
to litigation which will take a place 
in the legal history of the state, not 
only because of the many legal issues 
raised and decided, - but because

once more demonstrates that there 
is no law which will uphold persons 
in the removal of ore from a lode be- 
yond its lines, however intricate the 
workings by 'which the removal may 
have been accomplished. 


Commenced in 1902 


The suit in question has been be- 


fore the courts since 1902, and 
has 


been contested through almost every 
phase that legal ingenuity could sug- 
gest.

Tonight Secretary Taft, 
speaking 


under the auspices of the Oregon De- 
velopment League, addressed 
over 


5,000 people at the Armory. It was 
the first time that the vast .majority 
of his audience had .ever heard him, 
and his address was listened to with 
unusual interest and frequently inter- 
rupted by the applause of the people.

Fits of Brooding anil 
Despondency 


Mud Marked His Career, His 


.. Friends"- Say 


The 
reasons 
which 
prompted 


Charles B. -Walker to take .his life, by 
shooting, early yesterday morning, in 
the Wilson house, as reported in The 
Journal, are -n^t: yet fully explained. 
He had almost no intimate friends in 
Rono and few acquaintances so that 
very little is known 
of his 
private 


life. Any one'of -the four shots fired 
by him would have alone been fatal, 
as th-ey found their lodgment in heart 
lungs, stomach and brain. 


A Man of Culture 


A preliminary examination by Cor- 


oner Bell, and a search into the ef- 
fects of the dead man, revealed the 
fact that he was a member of a fam- 
ily of more than ordinary refinement 
ana culture. Letters from his sister, 
Mrs. John H. Hancock, 131S Brook 
street, Louisville, Ivy., and from his 
niece iridicafe•'-.that he was a gradu- 
ate of the University of Kentucky and 
moved in high social circles. H. V. 
Lloyd, in -whom he confided, states that 
Walker was given to fits of brooding 
and despondency over illl health and 
bad fortune, and he sometimes spoke 
fn a way to indicate the presence of 
the idea of self-destruction. 


Walker had 
lived in Reno only 


about three months 
and 
had 
no 


occupation while here, although he 
had in his career followed gambling 
more or less. 


Could -Sot Ijoeatc Sliooting 


He lived a very Quiet existence aiul 


his suicide created consternation in 
the Wilson house, where he roomed. 
The first shots were not readily locat- 
ed by those who .heard the reports, 
and when his deadly purpose was re- 
vealed by the last, and .the police 
broke into his room, he was beyond 
air aid. 


Fetters & Durrett took charge of 


the body. The autopsy by Dr. Tyson 
revealed nothing to explain further 
the cause of suicide. Coroner Bell will 
conduct the inquest today at 0 a. m.

"I'll bet you a box of cigars that 3 


can -wr .e a letter and get an answer 
from Carson before you can get your 
man on the telephone," was the prop- 
osition made by Crane to the man 
from the city made famous by Harry 
Thaw, Corey and others. 


The bet was made and
